General Pilar, Who Had Been

of Luzon. General Pio Del Pflar'a bend, 
numbering 300, which was out of sight 
for three months, the leader being re- 
ported killed, reappeared In its old field 
•vbout San Miguel. Pllar is supposed to 
'e in command.

He gave the American garrison at San 


Miguel, consisting of three companies 
of the Thirly-fifth infantry, with a gat- 
ling, a three houis' fight diiring a night 
attack. The loss of the insurgents In 
this engagement is not known, as they 
removed their dead and wounded; but 
presumably it was considerable. 


Twenty Filipinos in the province of 


Batangas attacked Lieutenant Wonde, 
•who, with eight men, was scouting near 
Ban Jose. The lieutenant and five men 
were wounded, and one private i\as 
killed. 


Sergeant Ledoius of the Thirty-fifth 


infantry was badly wounded in an am- 
bush near Bahuar.g. Lieutenant Balch 
of the Thirty-seventh infantry, with 70 
men, 
had a five hours' fight with 400 in- 


surgents In the Nueva Caceres district. 
Twenty of the insurgents were killed. 


Colonel Smith's command captured 


180 officers and men with Montenegro. 
Tne officers were brought to Manila. 
Montenegro, who WPS formerly one of 
the most dapper officers in the Filipino 
army, looks worn and haggard. He says 
-»he had led a terrible life for months and 
has offered to return to the north with 
Colonel Smith to endeavor (o persuade 
his former comrades of the uselessness 
of opposing the Americans.

PREVAILS IN CUBA 


Havana, April iS.^Memtiars of-the cab- 


inet are still considering wb«rft tiiey 
etand with respect to tlie recently ex- 
pressed views of the secretary of agri- 
culture, General Blus Elvara, who has 
demanded that the United States gov- 
ernment should set a time limit for tha 
occupation of the island. Most of them 
feel that, if they do not resign, they will 
be looked upon by the Cuban voters as 
being neglectful of the interests of 
the island, while, on the other hand, they 
feel that.

WAR SPIRIT IN"JAPAN. 


Great Confidence Expressed In the 
Fleet It Clash Comes With. Rnusin. 
Steamship advices from Yokohama, 


according to a gnn F'rancisco dispatcb 
to the New Ycs^c Sun, say that it Is 
generally believed throughout Japan 
that only reluctance to taUe the first 
step prevents immediate hostilities be- 
tween Russia and Japan. The foreign 
community believes that the war is 
inevitable and that the sooner the 
question is fought out the better. Out- 
wardly everything appears calm in 
Japan, but telegrams are flying back 
and forth from Korea. 


If it were not for the many lessons 


furnished by Russian aggrandizement 
in the post few years, Japan would 
probably be satisfied with "assurances" 
that there is nothing in the Russian 
demands upon Korea inimical to Jap- 
anese interests. But the Japanese ful- 
ly understand that a Russian foothold 
in Korea mc.ins ultimately that Russia 
will dominate the entire peninsula. 
Other powers could seek and obtain 
concessions from Korea without limit, 
and Japan would make no protest, but 
Russia has too often shown her hand 
in her plain intent to dominate in the 
orient for Japan to put any trust in 
her promises. 


"Japan's great fleet is far superior 


to that of Russia," says a Yokohama 
letter, "and her guns would make short 
work of Russian warships in these 
waters. The Japanese fleet is in superb 
trim, and the crews are filled with the 
war spirit. 
The Russian fleet is in- 


significant in comparison with the 
splendid fleet of GO Japanese vessels 
now off on secret maneuvers. 
The 


whereabouts of this fleet is generally 
unknown, but the vessels are within 
striking distance in case the war bugles 
sound."

( The officer with General Buller who 
so scathingly described the disaster at 
Spiou Kop In Today of London con- 
tinues his remarkable series with a 
denunciation as bitter as ever fell upon 
a general. His recent article is con- 
fined to a general review of the strat- 
egy, or, rather, lack of strategy, which 
preceded the relief of Ladysmith, and 
it 
includes 
a 
terrible 
indictment 


ngalnst the useless sacrifice of the 
Irish brigade, whose gallantry excited 
so much admiration in London. 


"The blind man," writes this officer, 


''has found his way home at last. With 
his stick he felt his way along the 
walls and cliffs, tapping, tapping, tap- 
ping, as he moved on, turning at the 
corners and feeling along till at last 
his stick, missing the wall, slipped into 
his own doorway. True, indeed, he 
had a few misfortunes and was badly 
wounded by some lampposts, flaming 
with light, but which to him, poor soul, 
were all dark. He had been lost for 
\nany days, and few had kept up hope 
that he would ever arrive, but now 
there Is rejoicing on all sides, and 
doubtless his wounds—the moral ones, 
at least—will be salved with the heal- 
ing ointment of public applause. 


"Yes, Lndysmith has been relieved 


at last. We have been blundering along 
the line of hills that form that north- 
ern bank of the Tugela for many i 
months, attempting to pass it at all \ 
sorts of impossible places and suffer- 
, 


ing heavy loss each time. That Is an 
, 


accurate description of the ten weeks' 
campaign on the Tugela. No one knew 
the ground or took the trouble to learn 
it 
As an example of this sublime in- 


difference, General Buller was not 
aware 
that 
Hlangwani 
mountain, 


which commanded the crossing of the 
Tugela, was on the southern side of 
the river till he had failed in three dif- 
ferent attempts. 
Yet he lived for 


weeks within three or four miles of the 
hill, and at the battle of Colenso his 
right flank extended beyond it. 


"As to strategy, there was none, nei- 


ther good nor bad. The trotips were 
moved along, and when a hill or an 
intrenchment appeared in front they 
were oiJered to take it. 
Sometimes 


they failed, sometimes they succeeded. 
Often when they had succeeded, after 
terrible loss, the post was found to be 
useless and was abandoned. This is 
the blind folly in which we have been 
engaged and which, more through 
good luck than good management, has 
eventually succeeded. 
But had not 


Lord Roberts' victory drawn away a 
great part of the Boers for the defense 
of their own country it would never 
have succeeded, and Ladysmith would 
have fallen. Thus weakened, the Boers 
had not force enough to occupy such a 
long defensive position, and one by one 
their strong places fell Into our hands. 


"On Friday, Feb. 23, General Hart 


was ordered to send up the Connaught 
rangers, the Enniskillens and the Dul> 
lins along the line of the railway to at- 
tack some low hills where the river 
turned again toward the east. The 
operation was most difficult and dan- 
gerous. Sis companies of the Enniskil- 
lens and two companies of the Con- 
naught rangers formed the attacking 
line. The remainder of the rangers 
and half of the Dublins were in sup- 
port. The reserve consisted of the oth- 
er half of the Dublins. In this order 
the Irish brigade recrossed the railway 
and began the attack, coming at once 
under a severe cross fire from the hills 
on the right and left. It is at these 
times that tactical errors lead to such 
terrible loss of life. Some troops had i 
indeed been sent to the hill on the left, I 
but they were not ordered to push the | 
attack, and they could not from their 
position even see the northern slopes. 
.They merely acted as sentries to pre- 
jrent our being entirely cut off. 
f "Any one could see that It was mad- 
ness to send an attacking force up the 
central hill while the fiarking hill was 
unoccupied and the Boers thereon were | 
left free to concentrate their firo for | 
Its defense. 
But, stupid as was the 


scheme, the method adopted for Sts ex- 
ecution was even worse. General Hart 
placed himself on a neighboring hill 
iwith a telescope and a bugler. He was 
corapletely out of touch with the attack j 
and could not know when a rest was 
necessary or when an attack could 
profitably be pressed. These matters 
are felt only by the officers on the spot, 
and it is absolutely necessary to leave 
it to their discretion. 
But there he ! 


Btood, sounding at intervals the 'Ad- j 
.Vance,' then the 'Double' and then the I 
'Charge.' 
When it appeared to him 


that the attack was not proceeding rap- 
idly enough to suit his taste, the bugle 
rang out again in peremptory tones. 
Our artillery meanwhile was shelling 
the trench at the top of the hill and 
kepfrdown the enemy's Ure from that 
'direction, so that the advancing line 
got to within a hundred yards of what 
seemed to them to be the top and wait- | 
ed for a moment to take breath under i 
cover of the steepness of the hill. ; 
fThen the general^ bugler sounded 
Khe three calls, 'Advance,' "Doub'te," 
,'Charge.' The word was passed along 
jthe ranks, bayonets were fixed, and, 
.springing to their feet, the men dashed 
forward with a cheer. Not a shot was 
fired by the enemy, and the place seem- 
ed to be deserted. 
The crest was 


reached and passed, and the triumph 
seemed complete. 


"But, alas, that crest was a false one! 


There was a slight dip behind, then'nn- 
other rise, which constituted the real 
crest As the men advanced over the 
eky line and exposed themselves to full 
view the Boers suddenly stood up in 
their trenches and fired In quick suc- 
cession the five rounds with which 
theJr Mausers were charged, at a ran IP 
of BO yards. The effect was too i 
rlble to describe. That great ru 
men, 
confident and erect as a p. .t yar 


wave -nearing the shore, wa» checked 
o,Jg 


In a moment. Tfiere" was "a~ stagger 
forward, and then all that remained 
was a line of poor, helpless human be- 
ings, struggling on the ground in 
ngony. Some rose again, perhaps not 
knowing what they were doing, and 
fell, pierced in many Instances with a 
dozen bullets. Tiaose who marvelously 
escaped the murderous discharge could 
only lie Avlth the others, hoping to es- 
cape observation; the slightest move- 
ment of an arm or leg, whether it was 
the death struggle of a wounded man 
or the incautious attempt of one of the 
lucky ones to get bettor cover behind 
a rock, drew a shower of bullets 
bringing certain death not only to the 
unfortunate man himself, but to many 
who lay around him. Stillness was 
the only hope of life. 


"I will not anticipate the official re- 


turn, as the numbers killed and wound- 
ed have been differently stated, but I 
fear they are very bad. I know that 
out of 100 men who charged with the 
two companies 60 feii. and that any es- 
caped was due only to the unevenncss 
of the ground in certain spots, which 
partially concealed at the critical jno- 
ment portions of the line. The loss of 
the Ermiskillens was stated to be well 
over 400, out of 800 mustered that 
morning, and I have been assured that 
this estimate is correct But I believe 
this to be an exaggeration; two com- 
panies were left behind, only about 500 
advanced to the attack, and probably 
400 took part in the charge. I should 
think 300 would be nearer the mark. 
Five officers only are left. 


"To lament over past losses Is of no 


avail, but to leave men who cause them 
in a position of command is, as I have 
said before, to commit not a murder, 
but a massacre. The hill could not 
possibly have been taken till Pieter's 
hill, on the right rear, came into our 
possession and till the enemy had been 
driven from the kloof and hill on the 
left. Moreover, If it had been taken It 
could not have been held, for the sum- 
mit was swept by crossfire and enfi- 
lade. In fact, the Irish brigade was 
only saved from annihilation or cap- 
ture by the extraordinary steadiness 
of the soldiers and because the enemy's 
guns and a great part of the army had 
already been withdrawn. 
Nor would 


the position have given us any great 
tactical advantages. The Boers would 
still have held the mountains from 
Grobler's kloof and Onderbrook to Pie- 
ter's hill, and their lines would have 
remained unbroken. 


"I come now to the saddest part of 


the story. The poor wounded men who 
had been struck down In that gallant 
charge remained where they fell not 
only all Friday night, but during all 
the blazing heat of Saturday, and even 
Saturday night passed without relief— 
not a drop of water in their fever- 
ish months, no food or help, but a trop- 
ical sun beating on their heads. Oh, 
the intolerable agonies that were en- 
dured! If one heard that such a thing 
happened in England or Ireland to a 
horse or a dog, one would shiver with 
pity, but here hundreds of gallant 
Irishmen, who had fought as no other 
troops have fought in this war, were 
left on the field to endure a horrible 
death. Most of them, of course, died. 
One of them, a very senior officer, 
whose name out of pity I shall not 
mention, suffered so terribly that he 
begged .these near him to put him out 
of pain. He died during the day, for 
no help came. 


"I will not attempt to apportion the 


blame, If blame there may be. Gener- 
al Hart was present till Saturday, and 
It seems to me that a flag of truce 
should have been dispatched asking for 
leave to bring in the wounded. The 
Boers have never yet refused such a 
demand and have, indeed, been singu- 
larly kind and considerate In all such 
cases. There may have been unan- 
swerable reasons against It, but, any- 
way, no attempt was made, and an ex- 
planation ought to be demanded. On 
Sunday an armistice was asked for and 
obtained, but the necessity was now 
more to bury the dead than to tender 
aid to the wounded."

PRESIDENT EHILE LOUBET. 


Sent extend the same cordial welcome 
to them all, but Ernile Loubet, private 
man, 
like most Frenchmen, has long 


since directed his observation toward 
the great republic across the ocean, 
whose glorious past and wonderful 
present contain so much that com- 
mands France's special regard. 


"The United States is the great ex- 


perimenting grounds where another 
democracy strives, by different meth- 


i ods, to solve the same social problems 


, which occupy us. Both republics base 
! their faith in the future upon the 


i same beautiful ideals. That alone 


j would suffice to create a strong bond 


of sympathy. But have not the races 
mingled under circumstances that es- 
tablish ties of affection which, I con- 
fidently feel, are indestructible? 


"However, quite outside of political 


or historical reasons and simply be- 
cause each people is, in the main, fond 
of the other's characteristics, Amprf- 
cans and Frenchmen are warm broth- 
ers. I dare say that your ready versa- 
tility and your splendid vigor are no- 
where more cordially admired than 
among us. Your phenomenal prosperi- 
ty is nowhere observed with more gen- 
uine pleasure. Nowhere is praise for 
what you are and are doing freer from 
sarcastic reservations. 


"On the other hand, we know our lit- 


erature and fine arts count you among 
their most efficient supporters. 
Our 


inventors, artists, philosophical think- 
ers and scientists always find enthusi- 
astic appreciation in the United States. 
In short, it may be said that the friend- 
ship that exists between our peoples is 
based on history, similarity of politi- 
cal creeds and mutual esteem for gen- 
erous efforts made on both sides to- 
ward perfection. 


"I have often been touched by the 


custom which prevails more and more 
among the inhabitants of either coun- 
try of designating the other as a sister 
republic. It is a pretty habit, signifi- 
cant of reciprocal confidence and lik- 
ing. 


"Our two governments are now hap- 


pily as harmonious as could be desired. 
Such men as General Porter, your em- 
bassador, whom I have grown to re- 
gard as one of my most trusted per- 
sonal friends, would make their coun- 
try respected and beloved on trust, 
even if one had never heard of it be- 
fore meetiug them. 


"Likewise M. Cambon, our embassa- 


dor to Washington, entertains pleasant 
relations there, officially and 
unoffi- 


cially, and I know his intimate senti- 
ments toward your nation and your 
men make his an exceedingly agreea- 
ble mission. 


"All this being understood, it becomes 


needless to assure Americans who are 
coming to visit us this summer how 
perfectly welcome they will be. Em- 
bassador Porter was recently telling 
me that it is currently said in the 
United States that all good Americans 
come to Paris after they die. Perhaps 
this will be found as good an oppor- 
tunity as any for the general run of 
Americans to come and sample the fu- 
ture life reserved for the best among 
them." 


This last was delivered with his tran- 


quil, faint smile, which makes Presi- 
dent Loubet look such a serene states- 
man and good humored, indulgent 
philosopher. When asked to express 
his judgment about the United States' 
particular portion of the fair, the presi- 
dent exclaimed that he couldn't dis- 
criminate among the participating na- 
tions, finishing thus: 


"Some countries are richer and more 


powerful than others, but we are 
equally thankful toward all who hnvo 
accepted our invitation. I may say, 
however, that on account of their 
wealth, resources, extent and diver- 
sified territories the United States' sec- 
tion was naturally expected from tho 
first to be very Interesting, especially 


all as an exceedingly TFevoteft ana cn> 
pable gentleman, and his corps of able 
assistants." 


"M. President de la republlque," said 


the correspondent, "do you think there 
will be other expositions in Paris after 
this one?" 


"I think it extremely doubtful," as- 


sured President Loubet. "This one was 
only decide^ upon by a hair's breadth 
against fierce opposition." 


"Do you consider an exposition bene- 


ficial to the country which organizes 
It?" ventured the correspondent. 


The president replied: 
"It was I who in 1892, being then 


prime minister, introduced the bill 
which decreed this exposition.

answers your question.

Is the immense value of such an expo- 
sition we are opening or your memo- 
rable Chicago World's fair to humanity 
at large. Such a wholesale commin- 
gling of men from all points of the 
earth must result in a more rapid and 
more uniform development of the hu- 
man mind everywhere, and that's noble 
work. 


"Think of It! We are reaching the 


end of 19 centuries of Christian prog- 
ress, yet today races of different colors 
or tongues still hate and even oppress 
one another. 
That's because uneven 


civilization makes some inferior to oth- 
ers and because even between peoples 
ranking on the same high level imper- 
fect acquaintance breeds mistrust. This 
exposition, like previous and following 
ones, will be a great disseminator of 
knowledge which makes all men equal. 
It will be a powerful destroyer of the 
prejudices which divide us and aid 
that fraternal communion of all races 
which the next century will surely 
see."

The state department at Washington 


has made public through the cuu^ular 
reports one of the reports upon which 
it based its statement to the navy de- 
partment relative to the famine in In- 
dia, This particular report is from 
United States Consul Fee at Bombay 
and presents some startling figures to 
illustrate the extent of the .visitation. 


Mr. Fee says that notwithstanding 


the season of acute distres^has hardly 
commenced, the returns * rar exceed 
those recorded during the initial stages 
of the famine three years ago. It then 
affected only 1,000,000 persons. Now 
the figure is 3,500,000, and the daily 
expenditure is placed at §84,000. The 
famine area covers 300,000 square 
miles, with a population of 40,000,000, 
and there is a further area of about 
~ 


145,000 square miles, with a popula- 
R 


tion of 21,000,000, in which more or 
less scarcity and distress prevail and 
where relief already has been, or will 
be, given. 


The consul says that the applications 


for relief are overtaxing the state au- 
thorities and increasing at an appalling 
rate. The number of applicants at the 
relief works during the last week in 
January increased 230,000 and brought 
up the total to 350,000, and the most 
trying period was still two months dis- 
tant. In conclusion the consul express- 
es the fear that the South African war 
will so divert the attention and contri- 
butions of Englishmen as to oblige In- 
dia alone to light the plague and fam- 
ine.

ON CLARKSBURG 
ANNEXATION 


Wisdom of Plan Proposed, as Sean by 


Correspondent 


From North Adams letter in Spring- 


field Sunday Republican: 


Annexation is In the atmosphere of 


this locality, and the absorption by 
North Adams of the Williamstown 
part of Blackinton; village ie liable to 
be followed in the near rutune by the 
annexation of a part of the town of 
Clarksburg. 
A proposition to annex 


the whole at that town was advanced 
about a year ago, but for valid rea- 
sons it was rejected by both towns. 
Now there comes from an authorita- 
tive source in Clarksburjr a statement 
that annexation to this city of a slice 
off the southern part of that town 
wouldi probably nob be distasteful to 
the oeople, and If this proves to be 
true, the matter will doubtless receive 
serious attention. 


In places the city of North Adams 


has flowed over the line into Clarks- 
burg, but not to an extent that would 
make it desirable to annex the whole 
town, which, outside of these thickly- 
settled portions, and the manufactur- 
ing village of BrlggBville, is a sparing- 
ly-populated farming community. But 
If the thickly-settled strip along1 the 
south side of the town and the vlllaere 
of Briggsvllle were to be taken into 
this city, there is reason to believe 
the action might be to the advantage 
of ~the people on bothi sides of the line. 


In the matter of water supply, sew- 


erage, schools, protection against fire, 
etc., the annexed1 territory would be 
greatly benefltted, ana would add 
enough property to tha city to nractl- 
cally cover the cost of these imnrove- 
ments, which will be very slow in 
coming1 under a towm form of govern- 
ment. 
The farmers of Clarksburg are said 


to appreciate these facts, and to have 
no desire tot prevent those who are 
within reach of city advantages from 
obtaining and enjoying them. This is 
a sensible vi^w to take, if annexation 
is to be considered at all. 


The matter has not been agitated to 


any extent, and it is so late In the sea- 
son, that it is doubtful if anything is 
done about it this year, further than 
to discuss and consider the subject. 
How 
those 
who 
own 
property 


in the territory that woulii be an- 
nexed feel about the matter is not vet 
known*. 
While improvements would 


follow annexation, taxes would be in- 
creased and many improvements would 
be demanded by the city which the 
owners would have to make. 


Figured on a strictly cash basis it 


is a question whether values and rents 
would be increased enough to cover 
the extra cost that city government 
and regulations Involve, and if pron- 
erty owners should conclude that the 
change would not be to their financial 
advantage, they would, of course, ar- 
ray themselves "agin" the project and 
follow Horace Greeley's advice 
far 


enough to stick to the farm town, if 
not to the farm.

we are furnishing a government to the 
people, to furnish a people to the gor- 
eminent. 
Alaska does not seem to 


hold out so many Inducements to Im- 
migration from the states as some oth- 
er new territories have offered In the 
past. This Is because the climate is 
supposed to be so severe and the con- 
ditions for ordinary comfort" so few. 
The news that even the Yukon valley 
has been proved capable of raising 
hardy vegetables has not done much 
to relieve the general distrust of the 
province as a place of residence, 


A new light seema to be breaking up- 


aa the subject, however, in the move- 
ment of the Lutheran denomination in 
the United States to help its coreligion- 
ists in Finland to escape from the 
rigors of Russian rule, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Post. The pressure of the czar's gov- 
ernment to force the Finns into the 
Greek church Is bitterly resented, and 
the oppressed people are making many 
appeals to their friends In free Ameri- 
ca. Preparations are already under 
way for the Importation of one colony 
of 6,500 of them this season, their orig- 
inal destination being one or the other 
of the Dakotas, but of late the pro- 
moters of Alaskan settlement have ap- 
plied for this colony and made so fa- 
vorable representations that it is now 
believed they will capture it. They 
argue with much force that the cli- 
mate and other features of Alaska 
correspond better with those of Fin- 
land. There are not only the severe 
winter temperature and the hard soil, 
but there are the abundant facilities 
for fishing, which the Finns will ap- 
preciate as a source of food supply 
like what they hare left behind them. 


If the first Finnish colony appears 


satisfied with its new home, funds will 
be raised among the Lutherans all 
through the United States to bring 
over more and more colonists, and the 
prophecy Is made in some quarters 
that after a little practically the entire 
population of Finland except the aged 
and infirm will be transferred to our 
shores. This is a movement in which, 
of course, our government will take 
no part beyond extending the^ same 
hospitalities to the Finns as to any 
and all other self supporting Immi- 
grants. Everything will be done on 
the basis of a private enterprise wlt'i 
a religious backing. If Alaska ac- 
quires thereby 1,000,000 or 1,500,000 
more population, all of the hardy, 
frugal, thrifty sort who do so much to 
build up a frontier community, it will 
have Russian bigotry to thank for it

Central LaboC union's Jabor car- 


nival and industrial «xh|blt is new tho 
ehi*: attraction in ths city, having 
been ojienad with interesting- exercises 
Saturday evening. Not eveiy thing1 in 
the line of exhibits was complete Sat- 
urday, but toda3- there vas little laak- 
ing- in the showing made by the va- 
rious unions, and. Odd. Fellows' hall- is 
one of the most interesting- places that 
can be found in North Adams today. 


The plan of the carnival has already 


been given, and the showings in the 
different booths has already been de- 
scribed in advance. 
All the unions 


previously announced! are represented 
as described, with the addition of the 
barbers, who have a booth where ths 
tonsarial art is plied by members of 
the union, and the laundry workers' 
union, who have a showing of clean 
linen, without attempting to illustrate 
how it is done. 


The hall is prettily decorated with 


bunting-, but its most effective deco- 
ration is in the exhibits themselves. 
Each baoth has over its £oors a paint- 
ing, 
done by John "Whita-, some of 


which are exceptionally well done. 
while banners over the booths tell 
what unions are in cliarge 


The bartenders' booth on the left of 


the entrance was one of the best pat- 
ronized Saturday evening, as its ma- 
chinery was in first class working1 or- 
der. 
Nothing but soft drinks are dis- 


pensed of course, but the booth is 
made to represent a bar with all its 
furnishings. On the right is the ci^ar- 
makers' booth, where the special car- 
nival brand is being- manufactured un- 
der the internal revenue laws, as a 
factory by itself. The bakers have a 
\tery| realistic reptetentalion of an 
oven front, while the actual cooking is 
done in the kitchen that opens from 
the hall. Over the oven is displayed 
a loaf of bread the weight of -which 
it would be hard to guess, but which 
is believed to be the largest ever made 
in the city.

In his introduction 
Mr. McDonald spoke of the remarkable 
growth of the Central Labor union 


f from three unions in 1893 when it was 


started, to 23 at the present time. 


Dr. Bascom. in his a. 1 dress, showed 


his strong sympathy with laboring 
men 
and 
their 
organization, 
into 


unions, and prophecied the day when 
there would be one great organization 
including all the interests of production 
He was glad, he said, to shrow his 
sympathy with the labor unions, for 
he thought they deserved much more 
sympathy than they received. 


The organization of labor has been 


one of the features of the 19th cen- 
tury, and one in which every patriotic 
and benevolent citizen should take 
an interest. It is time that the work- 
ingman had an" opinion of his own and 
a way in which to express it in safety. 
He should be in a position to censure 
those work against his interest and in- 
terfere with his privileges. 


There is little need of words tonight, 


he said, since deeds are here to sneak 
for themselvsej. 
Thie head wjorkers 


and the hanr1 workers are both needed 
in. the world, but the hand workers are 
the founda^'on,. If the head workers 
have an idea, they put it in a book, 
where it may be lost to the world. The 
hand workers put their ideas in ma- 
chinery, a>.d the unions are the steps 
by which they are able to maintain 
their Ideas and independence. 


The reason -why labor unions are

Bonds of Mutual Good Will 


Between the Two Most 


Powerful Nations 


SERMON TO SONS OF ST, GEORGE 


Rev. J. C. Tebbetts Speaks of Encoun 


aging Prophecy in Present Atti- 


tudes of England and This 


Country, for Benefit of 


Civilization 


The Sons of St. George observed the 


anniversary of their patron saint Sun- 
day evening- by attending- St. John's 
Episcopal church in a body, and listen- 
ing to a sermon by the rector, Rev. 
J. C. Tebbetts. The church was ap- 
propriately decorated, and there was 
large attendance present, in addition 
tactile company of 80 members of the 
order from this city, Adams and 
Blackinton), who marched in tog-ether 
and occupied seats in the center of the 
church.

Rev. Mr. Tebbetts preached a. sermon 


which included many references to in- 
ternational harmony !-«tw*en 
Great 


Britain and the United States. 
His 


text was taken from Romans xiv: 7, 
"None of us liveth to himself." 


During the last year, he raid, Eng- 


land and America, have been making 
history and changing to a degree the 
political conformation of the world. 
Spain with her mediaeyalism has been 
expelled from this hemisphere, and Her 
colonies have been brought under the 
wholesome influence and administration 
of the American people. She has also 
lost to America, the Philippines with 
their 8,000,000 inhabitants, and we have 
been engaged as we are still in letting 
in upon them the licht of modern 
civilization. 


England has not been idle, but has 


in every part of her world-wide empire 
been dealing with the greatest prob- 
lems. In northeastern Africa esr>ecia,l- 
ly she has driven back/ the line of bar- 
barism, anld in the southern part of 
the same continent she has been drawn 
into conflict with selfishness and greed 
and an utter disregard of all human 
rights and civil conventions. When the 
universal history of these two years 
shall hare bean written it will be 
largely the history of «the acts of these 
two nations. 


Tou are botaidl to both of these 


countries, by ties which are insepar- 
able. To you and your sons England 
is the mother and America the daugh- 
ter land. I know it is the fashion for 
some Americans who are of Anglo? 
Saxom lineage, to speak harshly of the 
mother country, while a hostile feeling 
has been perpetuated in the historical 
deparments of our public schools. 


But I rejoice to think that the "closing 


days of the century are prophetic of 
better thimgis. On the one hand the 
conduct of England in holding back 
the European powers from an active 
expression of sympathy with Spain in 
our late war, and her encouragement 
in the Philippines are among the pro- 
phecies. On the other hand the wise 
and sympatetic attitude of our present 
administration towards her affairs in 
Scluth Africa gives good promise of an 
enduring friendship. 


No doubt there is much yet to be 


done to allay inherited 
prejudice. 


Every American ought to rejoice in 
the queen's visit to Ireland as a first 
and important step towa.rds the re- 
conciliation of the Irish people and of 
our own Irish citizens. It should have 
a salutary influence In this matter of 
international good will. 


Whatever can bring these two> na- 


tions teg-ether not in any formal al- 
liance, but in mutual jrocd will and 
general aims, must be in the interest 
of Christian civilization. 


Mr. Tebbetts contir^ed with an earn- 


est argument for constant effort along 
the line of promoting universa.1 har- 
mony, for the spread of the knowledge 
of truth and to bring all nations into 
the freedom of the Sons of God, in 
which movement England and Ameri- 
ca must ever take first place.
